96 testify during 
three-day 
oil drilling hearing 


Newsmen served with subpoenas

A parade of 96 witnesses for and 
against 
Exxon Company's giant 
Santa Barbara Channel oil drilling 
plan ended Thursday when the 
three-day 
Interior 
Department 
public hearing on environmental 
aspects of the project came to a 
conclusion in Santa Barbara. 
There were these developments 
on the final day of the hearing 
conducted in the Lobero Theatre: 
— 
A 
State 
Fish 
and 
Game 
Department 
marine 
biologist 
testified the draft environmental 
impact 
report 
of 
the 
Interior 
Department showed there would be 
a “significant detrimental effect on 
the marine environment and its 
resources” 
if the project were 
carried out. He declared the multi­ 
million 
dollar 
kelp 
harvesting 
operation and commerical fishing in 
the area off Gaviota could be 
greatly harmed. Kelp is used as a 
stiffener for various food and other 
products. 
The report by the biologist, John 
G. Carlyle, Jr., stressed also that 
Exxon should bury and backfill its 
entire pipeline routes from shore to 
drilling platform instead of only 
partially doing so as proposed 
Carlyle also claimed there is “ no 
system available to contain and 
recover oil spills from ocean areas” 
at this time. 
— A battery of building and trades 
union 
officials 
gave 
hearty 
endorsement to the Exxon venture, 
claiming 
it 
would 
provide 
“hundreds of jobs” in the Santa 
Barbara area, and “ would be good 
for the country, also.” The union 
speakers 
included 
Firmin 
F. 
Fuerbom, secretary, Building and 
Construction Trades Council, of 
Santa Barbara, who warned that if 
the government delayed taking out 
the oil a “foreign government might 
come in later and get it.” He did not 
amplify this remark. 


— Audubon Society spokesman 
Michael Fishbein warned the Exxon 
proposal spells out a warning that 
“the ingredients of tragedy are 


here” 
for 
more 
major 
oil 
catastrophies in the channel 
He 
stressed that the nearby Refugio 
and El Capitan State Beach parks 
were vulnerable in that area 
— Ex-offshore oil “ roughneck” 
William Gesner, of Santa Barbara, 
told the panel the oil industry is still 
in need of more stringent safety 
regulations 
to 
guard 
against 
blowouts such as happened in the 
historic 1969 oil spill on a Union Oil 
lease off Santa Barbara. He accused 
the Interior Department of stressing 
dangers of alternatives to offshore 
oil drilling such as nuclear energy, 
liquid gas, and coal production, 
while passing over hazards in the 
offshore oil fields. He added that the 
oil

should 
release 
its 
accident reports to the Interior 
Department panel. 
— George V. Castagnola, major 
Santa 
Barbara 
business 
figure, 
claimed the federal government 
should enforce the “strictest kind of 
regulations on a 24 hour basis,” 
adding that, “the government is 
getting enough dough out of offshore 
oil leases to do this.” He supported' 
the Exxon plan, saying it would help 
business in the area. 
— More than 700 wells “now 
puncture the fragile Santa Barbara 
Channel’s earth crust” and in view 
of earthquake perils, all channel oil 
operations should be halted and 
companies compensated, claimed 
Henry Berg, of Santa Barbara, 
retired Seattle civil engineer.

Charges 
that 
the 
Interior 
Department’s marine biotic survey 
of the Exxon project area “shows 
ignorance 
of 
the 
South 
Coast 
habitat” were made by Dr. Robert 
Mullen, 
vice-chairman 
of 
the 
Environmental 
Quality 
Advisory 
Board of the city of Santa Barbara. 
— Hearing Examiner Thomas A. 
Mascolino, of the Office of Hearings 
and Appeals, Washington, D.C. said 
at the conclusion of the hearing: “I 
think we’ve done what we were 
supposed to have done here. We 
have developed a record for the 
people in Washington to make a 
decision.” 


Commission tied 3-3 
on Lompoc Dam project

A move to have the City of 
Lompoc’s Water Commission ask 
for 
a 
réévaluation 
of 
the 
controversial Lompoc Dam and 
Reservoir, hung in limbo last night 
after a deadlocked 3-3 vote. 
Commission 
chairman 
Virgil 
Phelps 
and 
commissioners 
Joe 
Mixsell and Jack Myers voted to 
recommend to the City Council that 
the Bureau of Reclamation do an 
update on the water project; and 
commissioners Edward Diaz, Cliff 
Taylor and Dene DeBolt voted 
against the proposal. Commissioner 
Emil Scolari was absent. 
Actually the vote was on a broad 
range 
of 
questions 
related 
to 
supplementary 
water. 
Mixsell’s 
motion was for a réévaluation of 
Lompoc Project; for an evaluation 
of the impact on the water needs 
posed by the city’s applications to 
take water from the underground at 
the Narrows southeast of Lompoc; 
for a study of the impact of a water 
reclamation project at Salsipuedes; 
and a study of proposals for use of 
Lompoc 
Project 
as 
a 
holding 
reservoir for imported state water. 
Mixsell also posed the possibility 
that Lompoc Project (as storage for 
waters that would otherwise roll 
down the Santa Ynez River to the 
ocean ) could provide surplus water 
for 
water-hungry 
south 
county 
entities. 
The commission will reconsider 
the question at a special meeting 
early next month when the full 
complement of 
seven 
members 
reportedly will be on hand 
The city must make an application 
for the study before Dec. 1 if it is to 
be done at Bureau expense. 
In opposing the motion, Diaz said 
he was concerned about the cost of 
the Bureau’s effort to update the 
project. 
He 
questioned 
the

expenditure of money for study of a 
project that in his view had not been 
demonstrated necessary. He said he 
was opposed to going ahead with 
Lompoc Project while alternative 
sources for supplementary water 
were 
still 
available. 
Mixsell, 
however, argued that the Bureau 
had 
determined 
that 
Lompoc 
Project was the best longrange 
source of supplementary supplies. 
He also said it was the best source 
with the least expenditure of energy 
to produce. 


Taylor said his “ no” vote was 
spurred by his concern for the 
amount of prime agriculture land 
that would be inundated by the 
reservoir. 
He 
said 
millions 
of 
dollars 
worth 
of 
agriculture 
production would be lost. 
After 
more 
than 
an 
hour’s 
discussion the commissioners cast 
their ballots. 


In other action Water Treatment 
Plant Supervisor Dale Batchelor 
reported 
that 
early 
results 
of 
experiments 
with 
alternate 
treatment systems showed great 
promise. He said initial production 
experience indicated that the use of 
caustic soda for treatment purposes 
might prove to be cheaper than the 
old soda ash and that the caustic 
process might cause the production 
of less sludge byproduct than the old 
system. 
Batchelor began experiments with 
the caustic system recently when 
soda ash became in short supply 
nationally. Early fears that the 
caustic 
would 
cause 
additional 
hardness in the city’s water supply 
may 
prove 
to 
be 
unfounded. 
Batchelor said water was now being 
produced 
at 
about 
the 
same 
hardness as that formerly resulting 
from the use of soda ash. 
At the same time, Batchelor said 
a reassessment of the availability of 
soda ash showed the city could 
expect a quota of approximately 70 
per cent of the 1,411 tons used in 
1972. However, he said the quota 
would not be sufficient to get the 
city through to the end of this year.

The four-man junta also announced the execution Thurs­ 
day of Jose Gregorio Liendo. the alleged leader of a leftist 
guerrilla group and key figure in organizing opposition 
against the military govemmment in southern Chile 
The junta said Liendo. known as “ Commandante Pepe, ’ 
was executed by firing squad in the city of Valdivia. 500 
miles south of Santiago. 
A U.S. Embassy source said Thursday, "We are still 
trying to find out what happened in the slaying of Teruggi, 
who was found dead Sept 22, just two days after he had

The three most boring features

(You’re probably tired of hearing 
people put the poor mouth on field 
goals — it’s the current rage among 
sportswriters 
and 
even 
some 
knowledgeable football critics — but 
bear with us just a moment.) 
Now, “ A” and “ B” above are with 
us to stay, like it or not. After all, 
they do compliment each other. “ A” 
offers the fan an escape from “ B ” , 
and vice versa 
There’s no place to go, however, 
to hide from “ C” . You have to just 
sit there and yawn through it like a 
man. So across the country great 
minds are whirring away, searching 
for a way to de-emphasize the field 
goal and PAT kick. 
They’ve 
all 
overlooked 
the 
simplest solution: 
Remove the goal posts. 
Uproot them, throw them away. 
Recycle them into grills for Ford 
LTD’s or flagpoles for presidential 
residences.

The Jacoby transfer bid is 
good enough so that virtually 
every expert player uses it, but 
it isn’t any wonder bid. 
In particular, you don’t need 
to use it every time your part­ 
ner opens no-trump and you 
have a long major suit. 
North wants to be in game 
after the no-trump opening, but 
he is not sure that he wants to 
play spades. He has five spades 
and four hearts. Hence, ne re­ 
sponds with a Stayman two 
clubs and jumps to three 
spades after his partner denies 


any four-card major holding 
That jump to three spades is 
a game force It guarantees at 
least five spades and shows a 
supplementary four-card heart 
suit by inference. Without 
those hearts North would sim­ 
ply respond with a transfer to 
spades. 
South doesn’t know how good 
his partner's hand is. South 
does know that he is looking at 
17 of the best high card points 
that a man can hold and South 
announces this by his four-club 
bid. This bid leaves spades 
open as the final contract, but 
suggests a spade slam in case 
North has a really good hand 
North has just 10 high card 
points; no singleton and no 
ace; signs off at four spades 
and has no trouble making his 
contract plus an overtrick

I mpact of Soviet Jew 


NEW YORK - The drama of 
Henry 
Kissinger 
as 
the 
new 
secretary of state is summed up in 
this 
polyglot 
city 
with 
its 
complexities of race, color and 
creed. 
With the largest Jewish 
population of any metropolis in the 
world, New York is the focus of the 
opposition 
to 
what 
can 
with 
considerable accuracy be called the 
key to the Nixon- Kissinger policy. 
As he put it in his 
opening 
address, 
that is the building 
of constructive rela­ 
tions with the Soviet 
Union. 
The 
door 
that must be un­ 
locked if this rela­ 
tionship is to go 
forward is the 
granting of most-favored nation 
treatment and Export-Import bank 
credits to the Soviets. 
With feeling on this score so 
intense in Congress the likelihood of 
its happening is remote. It is not 
only the conviction of the Jews that 
their fellow religionists are being 
repressed and denied the right of 
emigration to Israel, coupled with 
the reaction of civil libertarians at 
the treatment of dissidents, but the 
widespread belief that in the wheat 
and now the cotton deal the United 
States was outsmarted. 
With the Senate virtually certain 
to follow the lead of the House in 
adopting 
the 
Jackson-Vanik 
amendment shutting the door on 
trade concessions to the Soviets, the 
road 
ahead 
looks 
rocky 
for 
Kissinger. With detente out the 
window the policy of the Soviet 
Union can harden. Hardening can 
even mean the replacement of 
Leonid Brezhnev as Communist 
party boss by a tough Kremlin 
faction secretly opposed to his 
opening to the west. 
In that prospect are historical 
ironies so grim, so somber, as to be 
without parallel. The courage of the 
dissidents, Andrei Sakharov, the 
distinguished 
physicist, 
and 
Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn, 
the 
novelist, is of a kind that those of us 
living in a relatively open society 
cannot appreciate. They and others 
of lesser fame are defying the all- 
powerful apparatus of a police state 
and 
thereby 
courting 
exile 
in 
Siberia, prison camp or worse. 
Tliey 
argue that by granting 
concessions the United States can 
only encourage the jailers in their 
repression. 
But the other side of the coin, and 
it is the case Kissinger makes, is 


that by co-existence and a gradual 
interchange 
the excesses of 
a 
totalitarian 
state 
will 
be 
ameliorated. With the door shut, 
this group argues, the repression of 
both the Jews and the dissidents will 
toughen, with a return to something 
like the Stalinist era. 


Last year 32,000 Soviet Jews 
emigrated to Israel. This aroused 
the fury of the Arabs, who charged 
that 
Russia 
was 
deliberately 
abetting the buildup of the Jewish 
state. Hostile comment has come 
from a variety of sources in the 
Arab world. 


Another consequence was the 
need for greatly expanded aid from 
American Jewry to finance the 
settlement of the new immigrants. 
On Sept. 8 Prime Mimister Golda 
Meir made a telephone appeal to 
leaders of the Israeli bond drive, 
meeting in Washington, for larger 
funds to house and train the new 
arrivals. 


When Prime Minister Meir was 
last in Washington Kissinger, sitting 
in on a meeting with President 
Nixon, said to her: “You cannot ask 
us to dicate to a change in the 
domestic 
laws 
of 
a 
sovereign 
power.” In her re-election campaign 
she has resisted the right wing in 


refusing to give public support for 
the Jackson - Vanik amendment. 
But the need for American dollars is 
urgent 
The implications are far-reaching. 
Suppose the Kremlin should yield to 
demands for the emigration of 
250,000 Jews at the same time 
ceasing house arrests and other 
harassments in specific instances. 
What then of the Ukranians, the 
Uzbeks, Lithuanians, the Latvians 
who want out? In what was once 
Li t h u a n ic 
c a t h o l i c s 
have 
demonstrated for religious freedom 
in the face of armed soldiery. 
These emigrants, should they by 
some remote chance be free to 
emigrate, could not go to Israel. And 
it is hard to imagine the United 
States or any other western power 
reducing immigration quotas to take 
in large numbers. 
Adding fuel to the fire of hostility 
toward the Soviet Union is the 
belief, or so members of Congress 
report, that the upsurge in food 
prices is due in part to the big 
Russian wheat deal. No more of 
that, their constituents are writing. 
The disillusion is with the way the 
administration 
has 
bungled 
the 
economy, with inflation through the 
roof. That could put a period to the 
Nixon initiatives in foreign policy 
and, in the end, spell isolationism.

Checking big banks 


ER, 


WASHINGTON - It s called “The 
Bank Book.” It is an exposure of 
banks by a bank insider using the 
pseudonym of Morgan Irving. This 
book is only one indication that the 
consumer 
movement 
is 
finally 
catching 
up 
with 
the 
banking 
industry. 
At about the same time later this 
fall another booklength critique on 
banking will be published under the 
title 
“The 
Dollar 
Barons” 
by 
Christopher Elias. 
This volume 
concentrates on the fifty giant banks 
which hold half of all the deposits in 
the 
nation’s 
13,500 
commercial 
banks. 
Both 
books take the mumbo 
jumbo out of banking and clearly 
describe the abuses which banks 
inflict on consumers, taxpayers, 
home buyers in search of mortgages 
and smaller businesses. Irving tries 
to show consumers how to avoid the 
more flagrant bank traps. Mincing 
no 
words, 
this 
whistle-blowing 
banker 
as se rt s : 
“ Simple 
i n c o m p e t e n c e 
v i e s 
with 
shortsightedness, bigotry and just 
plain ‘let’s fleece the consumer’” at 
many banks including the large bank 
where he works. 
It is true that 
ba nke rs 
have 
surrounded 
them­ 
selves with a mysti­ 
que that says only 
they can understand 
banking. 
This 
mystique has been 
their 
gr ea te st 
camouflage against 
public scrutiny and 
has 
infected 
the 
federal 
and 
state 
bank 
regulatory 
agencies which are 
more servants of 
banks 
than 
their 
regulators. 
Throughout his 45 years in Congress, 
House 
Banking 
and 
Currency 
Committee 
Chairman 
Wright 
Patman has been documenting this 
intense coziness between the banks 
and their regulatory agencies. 
Three years ago when a group of 
young 
lawyers 
and 
graduate 
students started our study of the 
First National City Bank (Citibank 
in New York), we called upon 
Citibank’s chairman — haughty 
Walter 
Wriston. 
Sitting 
astride 
more than $22 billion in assets, he 
could not understand why anybody 
would want to study his bank— the 
nation’s second largest with offices 
all over the world. 
The completed report on Citibank, 
which will be published later this 
year, provides many answers to Mr. 
Wriston’s questions. Citibank is 
using the money of small depositors 
and trust accounts to make the rich 
richer. 
A handful of financiers 
invest billions in a handful of giant 
c o r p o r a t i o n s , 
p ro m o ti n g 
monopolistic practices and mergers 
as well as whirling funds in the 
private 
world 
of 
international 
f i n a n c i a l 
and 
c u r r e n c y 
machinations. But back in New 
York City many investment needs 
that would help the people are 
ignored. 
Growing at the expense of many 
smaller banks around the country 
who can’t mutually backscratch and 
interlock directors with their large 
corporate customers, Citibank is 


luring deposits away from these 
smaller banks. 
Now with the blessing of the 
Federal Reserve, Citibank and other 
giant banks are moving to acquire 
under the 
recent bank holding 
company act other businesses such 
as insurance, leasing and travel. 
Traditionally, 
our 
laws 
have 
restricted our banks 
to banking 
business so that they don’t become 
like octopi controlling the economy. 
This 
tradition 
is 
now 
rapidly 
changing. 
The deepening concentration of 
bank power in a few corporations, 
conflicts of interest between trust 
and commercial departments of 
banks and the move into non­ 
banking 
business 
are 
all 
contributing to the prospect of the 
greatest 
public 
investigation 
of 
banking since the Depression years. 
Already Chairman Patman 
is 
holding hearings on reform of the 
country’s 
financial 
institutions. 
Segments of the insurance industry 
are battling to keep banks out of 
their business. Small banks led by 
the banker’s son of Wendell Wilkie 


are renewing their struggle to curb 
the voracious appetite of the big 
metropolitan 
banks. 
A 
Federal 
Reserve Board governor has called 
for 
the 
divestiture 
of 
trust 
departments 
from 
commercial 
departments of banks. The Civil 
Aeronautics Board is investigating 
possible violations in sizeable bank 
ownership of the airlines. 
These events together with the 
publication of several investigative 
books, high interest rates and the 
tight home 
mortgage market are 
likely to produce a chain reaction 
that will spotlight as never before 
the power of banks to abuse their 
trust. This reaction will extend to 
“ two-hatter” 
legislators 
in 
Congress and state legislatures who 
push laws favorable to banks at the 
same time that they are holding 
directorships or investments in 
banks or receiving low interest 
loans on easy terms. 
Citizens may want to ask their 
legislators 
about 
such 
dual 
allegiances to legislative duties and 
to the banking industry.
